The Pittman Neutrality Act — forbids 
American ships to carry passengers and goods 
to belligerent countries; prohibits credits to 
all belligerents, and regulates the use of 
American ports and territorial waters by 
belligerent warships. As the law stands, over- 
age destroyers cannot be legally sold; hun- 
dreds of Americans besieging the French and 


British authorities here may not be enlisted, 


and pilots and air mechanics needed by the 
Allies are prevented from going. 

At present legislation is obstructing a 
number of Americans who are anxiously seek- 
ing to assist Britain. Applications are being 
received daily by British authorities through- 
out the United States from doctors, nurses, 
Reserve officers, from men who wish to fight, 
and from men who wish to work in England 
in order to release Britons to fight, but all 
have to be told that American legislation pre- 
vents the acceptance of their offers. - 

The present condition of United States law 
discourages volunteers, though it would not 
prove insuperable, provided that machinery 
could be set up in Europe for accepting such 
volunteers.

THE THREAT TO 
PARIS 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—The Teuton onrush is still pouring 
forward into some of the fairest districts of 
France and towards the capital itself. The 
enemy has drawn nearer tu the gates of 
Paris, which has been declared an open 
town. This means that, though its 
approaches will be defended, as defended 
they are being with splendid valour and self- 
sacrifice, there will be no defence from 
within the city, and French troops will not 
henceforth pass through it. The Germans are 
throwing into this offensive everything they 
have. All their armoured divisions known to be 
available have been identified. Even their re- 
sources in tanks seem to be inadequate to fill the 
greit gaps in the armoured columns; for old 
imachiues from the training grounds and con- 
verted transport vehicles have been destroyed 
by the French artillery. Yet, still the iron 
squadrons come on, and still the infantry 
sweats forwards in their wake. How long 
the effort can be sustained on this scale it is 
impossible to say. Some good judges assert 
that, from the administrative point of view, 
it will not be possible to supply the troops 
in their present masses much longer. It is 
impossible to count on any notable flagging 
just yet. 

On the French side, as has often been 
pointed out in these columns, the battle is a 
fight for time. New forces are marshalling, 
new material is being assembled—both to be 
rushed to their aid. The assistance of the 
Royal Air Force has been increased, and 
fresh British troops have appeared on the 
Seine. Across the Atlantic the spirit 
of the United States is stirring. All 
that can be provided is already being 
sent, and measures are being taken 
to increase the reinforcement. We are doing 
all we can: we are prepared to do more than 
would, on the face of it, seem possible. 
And, should there be any means of tighten- 
ing the link which binds us to France and 
her fortunes, any fruitful.pledge of present 
or future support, any further method of 
proving that our cause and hers are one, 
we are ready to identify ourselves with her 
even more fully than hitherto. The problem 
which now lies before General Weygand, 
the calm and determined veteran to whom 
France has entrusted her fortunes, is—East 
of Paris, to keep touch with his forces in 
the Maginot Line, and, west of Paris, to 
hold open as many ports as possible, in 
order to keep touch with this country.

A road bridge at Courcelles, and a road 
and rail bridge north-east of Louviers were 
demolished during later attacks and about 
a dozen vehicles near Dieppe were wrecked. 

Targets attacked during the night by 
heavy bombers included marshalling yards, 
railway lines, troop and ammunition trains 
and mechanised units, At Saissault an 
ammunition train stationary in the siding was 
hit and destroyed. One bomb falling directly 
on a part of a train caused such a terrific 
explosion that more than half a mile above 
the windscreen of the aircraft was blown out. 
Other bombs wrecked the railway track for 
hundreds of yards at Soissons, a centre of 
communication of great importance to the 
Germans. Extensive damage was done to the 
rail junction. 

Other medium bombers made a Vigut-us 
assault on an enemy battery south of St. 
Valery, and the guns were silenced by salvus 
of heavy bombs. Another section of medium 
bombers in the Seine Valley saw a convoy 
of armoured fighting vehicles near a crss- 
roads protected by light and heavy guns. 
Direct hits with high explosives were made 
on four of the protecting guns on two tanks 
and on at least six lorries. 


RAIDS IN ITALIAN

One enemy fighter was shot down, two more 
are believed to have been destroyed, and a 
fourth damaged. 

Blenheims also raided Diredawa Aerodrome 
in Abyssinia, scoring direct hits on a muni- 
tions dump and some hangars. The blaze 
from the munitions dump was visible from 
the air thirty miles away. 

All machines returned safely. 

A further raid was made on Macaaca, near 
Assab. A fuel dump was set on fire, and a 
barracks extensively damaged. 


EXPLOITS IN LIBYA 


The R.A.F. exploits in three days’ con- 
tinual hammering of Italian military 
objectives in Libya, and over mountainous 
country in Italian East Africa, are verv 
heartening to the Egyptians, who now have 
concrete evidence that they are securely pro- 
tected.

KENYA TOWNS BOMBED
